They have been granted 
the same retiring pensions as Officers whose 
pensions were detailed in the foregoing para- 
graph, although their date of succession to 
Colonel’s allowances is not fixed in exactly 
the manner prescribed for Officers who en- 
tered the Staff Corps up to 1866.

27. Not only are these regulations liberal, but 
Officers of the Indian Service have had the 
further advantage of drawing furlough pay 
when on leave, varying from 250, to 1,0002. 

a year, and of retaining staff and other situa- 
tions when on leave, while in nearly all cases 
where leave op medical certificate has been 
granted, it has been allowed for a fixed term 
of two years, instead of being limited to the 
actual necessities of the case. It is impos- 
sible to consider these rules as anything but 
liberal in the extreme, and 1 believe that, in 
several of those cases where leave has been 
taken in excess of the time allowed to count 
as service for pension, a more strict attention 
on the part of superior authorities would have 
led to the removal from the active list of the 
Army of Officers who have pussed a, consi- 
derable portion of their service on Teave on 
sick certificate.

operation of which has always been well 
known to the Officers concerned ; but as res- 
pects the actual periods to count as service, 
when the leave has been taken under regula- 
tions prior to these of 1875, I have determin- 
ed to sanction some simall modifications, as in 
some cases the periods in which a certain 
amount of leave is allowed to count as service 
for pension do not correspond with the periods 
at which higher rates of pension are claimable. 
Thus, after 24 years’ service the second rate 
of pension for combatant Officers is claimable, 
but the second period of leave allowed to 
count r&juires 25 yéars’ service before it can 
be reckoned. I am induced, therefore, to sane- 
tion an alteration in the periods of leave to be 
allowed to count, so as to make each period 
correspond with a period of service at which 
a pension can now be earned, Under this 
view, I will allow three years’ leave to count 
in 24 years, four years in 28, five years in 32 
and six in 38 years, instead of, as at present, 
three years in 25, four years in 80, five years 
in 35, and six in 88, As respects the Medi- 
cal Department, the Officers of which can 
claim pensions at periods different trom the

OBSERVATIONS.—By existing practice, when the applicant for a duplicate 
note has given evidence of the loss of the original, and has established, by strong 
prima facie evidence, lis title to the note, and has taken the prescribed 
measures preliminary to the application, a duplicate is issued after the lapse of 
ten years from the date of the last correct advertisement of the loss on a bond 
being executed by the claimant and two sureties, indemnifying Government 
against loss. Meanwhile, interest is allowed to be drawn also under a bond of 
indemnity. 

2. It is found that, as the law at present stands, these measures do not give 
the Government suflicient protection from loss, as the period of limitation 
against the possible holder of the original note runs only from the date on 
which the note becomes payable; and the date may be many years after thé 
bond of indemnity under which the duplicates have been issued has ‘eeased to 
be of any practical value. 

ReEsotvtion.—To protect the State from such double liability, the Governor- 
General in Council has resolved to modify the procedure as follows :— 

(1) Every claim to the issue of a duplicate note, in lieu of one alleged to be 
lost, will be submitted by the Public Debt Office to be provisionally 
decided by the Comptroller General after at least two years have 
elapsed from the date of the last correct advertisement.

tute the resources of the Provincial Government available for general ‘purposes. 
The administrative and financial arrangements thus made in pursuance’ of the 
policy of “ de-provincialisation ” will not, however, affect the assignment to be 
made from Imperial revenue. 

6. The settlements now about to be effected will in all cases be for a term 
of five years commencing from the Ist April next. It is to be distinetly under- 
stood that the Imperial Government reserves to itself on the expiration of the 
term the power to revise the settlements, and to withdraw from any Local Gov- 
ernment such portion of its grant as cannot then be continued without injustice 
to other Provinces whose means are straitened, or limitation of Imperial under- 
takings which need early development. To the Local Governments such revi- 
sion will afford no cause of complaint, because the inducements now offered 
for entering into an agreement are the freedom to administer their own 
resources, and to apply at will (subject to the general standing orders) any 
increase reaped during the term of settlement alone. On the other hand, while 
the Local Governments will undertake, for the term of the settlement, all 
ordinary fluctuations in their revenues and expenditure, and to make such 
increases in the latter as may be necessary on the existing basis of administra- 
tion, due allowance will be made, by modification of the fixed percentage of 
land revenue or otherwise, for any material alterations in the nature of their 
income, resulting from legislation or organic change of financial system effected 
for Imperial reasons. 

7. In explanation of paragraph 20 of the Resolution, it may be added that 
the intention is to allow the Local Governments the same rights over divided 
revenues, and the same power to sanction new expenditure under divided heads, 
as they now possess in the case of the heads exclusively Provincial. It is not, 
however, in contemplation to disturb the existing powers of the Provincial Gov- 
ernments in respect of the Land Revenue, or their relations with special De- 
partments having a distinet organisation such, for instance, as the Forest De- 
partment in Provinces other than Madras and Bombay.

Reso.utTion.—In the Financial Statement of the current vear, it was 
announced that the sum of £1,500,000, to be provided annually as* an 
insurance against famine, instead of being considered, as heretofore, to be a 
surplus receipt for subsequent appropriation, would be treated as a fixed portion 
of the normal expenditure of each year. At the same time, the Government of 
India reaffirmed its applicability to the extinction of debt, the relief of famine, 
or the construction of protective works, not necessarily remunerative, but ob- 
viously protective in the sense of guarding avainst a probable future outlay in 
the relief of the population, and declared their intention to nominate a “Com- 
mission for the reduction of debt,” with a view to the more effectual execu- 
tion of the famine insurance policy.

4. The “Commission for the reduction of debt” will consist of three 
members, namely, one high Government official, holding the post ex-officio, to- 
gether with one European and one Native member of the non-official commu- 
nity. They will be appointed from time to time by His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council, and the non-official members will ordinarily hold 
office for aterm of two years. Although His Excellency in Council is unable, 
for the reason above stated, to invest the Commission with independent autho- 
rity, he trusts that it will be able to perform consultative and auditing functions 
of high value to both the State and the public. 

5. His Excellency the Governor General in Council is pleased to prescribe 
the following rules with reference to the Famine Insurance appropriation for 
the reduction of debt :— 

1et.—On a certain date in every official year, not earlier than the 15th 
February, or later than the 31st of March or any subsequent

8rd.—The Commissioners for the reduction of debt shall, on the receipt 
of the said Resolution, or as soon after as may be, submit to 
the Government of India their recommendations for the dis- 
posal of any amount so available.

forthe disposal of the amount in the reduction of debt as it 
ay may deem fit. ; . 
“> §th.—The Comptroller General shall thereupon, without any avoidable 
y delay, carry such instructions into effect, and lay before the 
Ch LRG Commission whatever evidence, in the form of cancelled obli- 
gations of the Government of India or otherwise, they may 
require for the purpose of satisfying themselves that the amount 
has been disposed of in the manner prescribed.

me to be enough for general purposes. During the last nine months that it has been 
issued, I have received only three complaints as to its quality ; but most objections made to the 
ink arise from want of care and cleanliness in the preparation of the ink. 


8, The Chemical Examiner reports that the ink produced from No. 8 was “ the only one 
that showed marked signs of fading on exposure to the action of light,” but the signs were on 
the whole very faint, and the test was a severe one, such as in ordinary use writing ink is never 
subj to. In other respects it is said not to differ materially from the other samples. 
“ All flow well and produce a good colour on paper.” Sample No. § is also decidedly the 
cheapest, the price per bottle of 18 ounces, the product of two packets of powder according 
to the results given by the Chemical Examiner, being 1 anna 3 pie against 1 auna 1) pie 
for the same volume of Dr. Waldie’s No. 5, which is the next cheapest. Dr. Warden has 
made a mistake in reckoning the cost at Re. 1 per dozen instead of $ annas per dozen packets 
of the powder. I consider, therefore, that it is not necessary to disturb the present mode of 
supplying Mofussil offices with ink in powder. Any existing defect in quality will probably 
be removed in time by competition, the contract being made yearly. 


9. With respect to red ink, the use of No. 9 (Fuchsine aniline crystals), which has the 
advantage of all the others in point of cheapness, was approved in your letter No. 3649, 
dated 12th November 1880. All the samples are said to be aniline inks, with the exception 
of No. 2 Morrell’s, which is composed of vegetable colouring materials. The Chemical 
Examiner reports: “The only red ink which resisted the action of sun-light was Morrell’s 
No. 2, but, on the other hand, its colour was discharged more or less completely by three of 
the reagents used,” and that “the certainty of aniline inks fading after a comparatively short 
period renders them unfit for work in which anything like permanency isrequisite.” 


10. It would therefore appear that Morrell’s ink is best suited for the registration work, 
for which it is required, being the most durable as respects sun-light and washing out in 
boiling water, but for all other general purposes the ink from Fuchsine crystals seems to me 
sufficiently well-adapted, if carefully prepared. As regards liability to fade in common with 
the other aniline samples, I beg to submit a specimen sheet written upon in 1577 with Fuchsine 
ink, which exhibits no apparent sign of decay, and greater permanency is scarcely requisite 
for ordinary records. Its extreme cheapness and portability are greatly im its favour, and I 
would therefore recommend its continued adoption for the general stock. 


11. Ibeg to submit herewith as further directed a memorandum of the cost of despatching 
a dozen quart bottles of ink to the stations named, but I would mention that ink in powder 
being generally supplied to those stations, the heavy cost of transit in bottles here given is 
not incurred. 


12. The ten samples of ink examined by the Chemical Examiner are herewith for- 
warded.
